Dear Mr. Knox: 

This acknowledges receipt of your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) to U.S. Customs and 
Border Protection (CBP) on January 31, 2019, requesting “Pursuant to the Freedom of 
Information Act, I hereby request the following records: A copy of all files, memos, and 
communications concerning the humanitarian aid group No More Deaths. A copy of all 
communications between the agency and local law enforcement that mention No More Deaths. 

A copy of all communications from Cabeza Prieta Wildlife Refuge Manager Sidney Slone that 
include the words "No More Deaths" or the acronym "NMD." Any police citations that 
mention No More Deaths or the names of some of its members: Scott Warren, Natalie Renee 
Hoffman, Oona Meagan Holcomb, Madeline Abbe Huse, and Zaachila I. Orozco-McCormick. 
Any communications regarding changes made to the access-permit application for the Cabeza 
Prieta National Wildlife Refuge and the Barry M. Goldwater bombing grounds in 2017, 
including language that prohibits leaving food and water on these federal lands.” 

You have not provided sufficient information to enable us to conduct a search that would 
identify the records you have requested. Please provide the following: 

1. Provide a date range you would like searched regarding files, memos, and 
communications concerning humanitarian aid group No More Deaths; 

2. Provide a date range you would like searched for all communications between the agency 
and local law enforcement that mention No More Deaths; 

3. Provide a date range you would like searched regarding communications from Cabeza 
Prieta, Wildlife Refuge Manager Sidney Sloan that include “No More Deaths, or 
“NMD”. Also verify you are only asking for communications from Sidney Sloan; 

4. State the type of citation you are looking for that mention No More Deaths, or the names 
of its members. Citations such as littering, trespassing on park property, etc. are not 
issued by the U.S. Border Patrol and would be under the purview of the U.S. Department 
of Interior. If you feel the citiation you seek was issued by the Border Patrol, provide the 
type of citiation; 

5. State the type of police citation you seek (see number 4 above); and 
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6. Provide a date range you would like searched for communications regarding changes 
made to the access-permit application for the Cabeza Prieta National Wildlife Refuge and 
the Barry M. Goldwater bombing grounds including language that prohibits leaving food 
and water on federal lands. Be advised the U.S. Department of Interior has purview over 
land access permits/requirements. If you would like to seek records in the event the 
access permits were discussed between the U.S. Border Patrol and the Department of 
Interior, please provide a date range you would like searched. 

Based on the information you provide, we may need to narrow down the scope of your request. 

This is not a denial of your request. Upon receipt of the needed information, you will be advised 
as to the status of your request. We note you have a FOIAonline account, therefore you must log 
into your initial request and provide the required information no later than the close of business 
May 29, 2019. If we do not receive your response, we will assume you are no longer interested 
in obtaining the information and your case will be administratively closed.
